The Peking uttack upon this 
Institution declnres that 
these founderx were "“doc- 
tors only interested in 
making money.” This in 
interesting, for it iy not 
even a half truth and auch 
pulpuble nunsense makes 
propaganda that is more 
dangerous for the inventora 
than their enemies. 

Why? Men like Professor 
Preston Maxwell have be- 
come, through their work in 
Peking, 4 permanent part 
of the medical history of 
the world. And the men 
working in this, astonishing 
hospital made Peking one 
of the great = medical 
centres lo whieh, ex- 
perts and students | con- 
gregated fram all lands, 
dnd ‘from which graduates 
were sent out that moulded 
the new form of China. 

HE PUMCG was not 

only one of. the finest 
medicnl colleges in’ the 
world, It was also far 
and away the finest and 
most advanced teaching in- 
stitution In Chinu of any 
kind, and St nitrncted Gery 
rapidly China's best 
brains. The Chinese stud- 
ent of, the carly. Republic 
beenmo as conscious ‘of 
Medicine us his father had 
been conscious” of the 
Classics. Dr Sun Yat Sen 
himself began his career in 
Medicine in Hongkong, and 
the birth of the Chinese 
Republic wis largely guided 
by men who had passed 
through the PUMC..

Recession
